More than 70 years ago Corona was 
started as a deluxe suburban develop- 
ment. It lies just west of the World's Fair 
site, now Flushing Meadow Park. Corona 
is a district of closely packed one and two- 
family homes. Most of the buildings are 
old. The district is rather colorless, not well 
cared for. There is one exception in a 
modern home development at the south 
end of the district. Retail business is scat- 
tered, with most shopping along Northern 
Boulevard, Corona Avenue, and National 
Street. 
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
